the right fines has been made by 
encouraging reunions over inter 
in which both parties share techn 
al, professional or cultural bonds. 
‘The ruccess of the professional and 
Jeumed societies in extending the 
horizon of international under- 
standing is to be noted in that re- 
gard, It is inevitable that both for- 
sand Chinese should be 
handicapped by the tenacity of old 
shibboleths and prejudices. ‘Too 
often among forel a= 
ple, there is a readiness to cling to 
time-honoured but intellectually- 
discredited dicta. by which'the whole 
philosophy of western contacts with 
the East used to be summarised, It 
ig not sulfliciently recognised what 
changes can be. wrought by the 
process of education, by the impact. 
of currents of opinion from the out 
side world, by the march of econo- 
mie and political events elsowhere, 
by the rapid inereaso in the moans 
Of communication and by modern 
invention generally. Frequently the 
foreigner in China seems to the 
travelled Chinese to be blissfully 
unaware of important developments 
Tehieh have talcen ‘place —not “in 
na but in Europe, or perhaps, in 
America, And to foreigners used to 
lassociating with Chinese—not in any 
foreed fashion: but in. the natural 
round of social obligation—it seems

Complimentary courtesy _to- 


day salutes Sir Miles Lampson 
in farewell as he goes from 
seven years service as His 
Majesty's Minister in China to 
Cairo as High Commissioner for 
Egypt and the Sudan, The pro- 
motion signally indicates the 
high favour in which Sir Miles 
stands. His new post is perhaps 
the'most important ever ‘bestow- 
ed upon a retiring Minister here, 
It gives ample scope for crown- 
ing an Eastern career which 
began so long ago as 1906 when, 
asa young diplomat of three 
years’ service in Downing Street, 
Mr. Miles Lampson went out to 
Japan as Secretary to Prince 
Arthur of Connatight’s Garter 
Mission. Exypt_ means much to 
‘the British Empire East of Suez. 
Her new status ondows the 
ambassadorial duties of, the 
British High Coramissioner with 
peculiar responsibility. ‘The 
selection of Sir Miles to gu to 
Cairo at this juncture implies a 
careful and appreciative assess- 
ment of his qualities and intense 
confidence in his judgment. and 
deftness in carrying out Cabinet 
policy. Nor is this surprising. 
‘The outstanding merit of the dis- 
tinguished diplomat who leaves 
China to-day has been his un- 
wavering adherence to the text 
which was given to him within 
a few days of his arrival here, 
when in & most important pro- 
nouncement His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment, on December 18, 1926, 
set the" course for its future 
relations with the Government 
of China. Immediately, owing 
to the prevailing political un- 
certainty, Sir Miles Lampson 
was confronted by most. serious 
difficulties which gravely pre- 
Judiced the success of the new. 
policy and certainly earned 
for "it considorable —odium. 
He buoyantly preserved his 
equanimity and, though dire 
happenings at Hankow and Nan- 
King seemed at one time to 
Dresage complete disaster, he 
managed to maintain the policy 
and to ensure its working. 
Bitterly criticised as that policy 
naturally was when it seemed to 
be directly responsible for 
catastrophe, although, of course, 
the truth was that it had had no 
time to assert itx influence, it 
eventually emerged under Sir 
Miles’ skilful treatment as a 
sane and effective instrument 
for reconciling the new spirit in 
China with the essential re- 
quirements of British interests 
hore. 

Looking at recent develop- 
ments it is impossible to avoid 
the conclusion that Great Britain 
and the countries which adopted. 
a similar line of policy owe their 
present freedom from embarrass- 
ing commitments in China to the 
realist conceptions then pre- 
vailing in Downing Street. | Sir 
Miles Lampson must be given 
the eredit for an imperturbable 
perseverance which enabled the 
new policy to find its fect 
spite of “preliminary mishaps. 
Above all, coming ax he did to 
China at ‘a time when relations 
between his nationals and the 
Chinese people were severely 
strained, when the British 
Legation at Peking was cut off 
from effective diplomatic contact 
with anything resembling a 
Government of China, he 
managed to effect a remarkable 
change.

THE IRISH TANGLE

Those who have followed 
recent developments in Ireland 
cannot have been surprised by 
the extraordinary document 
which Mr. de Valera despatehed 
to Whitehall asking what would 
be the attitude of the British 
Government in the event of the 
Trish Free State declaring itself 
Jan independent republic. ‘The 
eventual taking of such a step 
has been ever in the forefront of 
the Irish leader's policy as has 
‘also been the ultimate union of 
the Free State with Northern 
Ireland Into a nation wholly 
divorced from any, association 
with the British Empire, The 
fexchanges of the last few days, 
and Mr. J. H, Thomas’ statement 
on behalf of HM. Government, 
fare sufficient to ‘indicate that. 
the parties are at present ap- 
proaching this most difficult sub- 
Ject in a spirit which, if per- 
severed in, may lead to’ the pre- 
ervation of the union between 
the two countries. At least that 
e hoped for, 
though it must be emphasised 
that the danger of the present 
discussions taking a more un- 
pleasant turn is by no means 
small, “At the moment, however, 
it is, perhaps, just as well to 
xamine wherein lies Mr. de 
With a com- 
paratively small’ majority over 
the opposition as the result of 
the last general election, it was 
anticipated that his government 
would not last long, especially 
when the opposition combined 
in the way it did under Mr. 
Cosgrave and General O'Dufty.
